A race down memory lane 


ally took him to great heights. 

Nowadays the life-long car racing fan is 
content to sit comfortably in the stands at 
Meirittville Speedway, not straddling precar¬ 
iously on a branch in an oak tree across the 
road from the Thorold track. 

Baracetti, known as Poncho to his Mends, 
has long been able to afford a ticket for a night 
at the races, and those big oak trees are long 


"The trees? They're no longer there. They 
were cut down years ago," Baracetti said, 
laughing at the memory of climbing those 
trees for two summers during the mid-1950s. 

“Back then, I didn’t have any money. I was 
just a kid.” 

Baracetti’s memories of watching races 
from oak trees that once towered over the 
track was rekindled at a display Merrittville 
Speedway is holding at Seaway Mall to pro¬ 
mote its 63rd season. Continuing until Satur¬ 
day, the display features nine race cars, a go 
kart and the track's pace track. 

Baracetti, who emigrated to Welland from 
his native Italy, said he would hitchike to 
the races, usually with two Mends, Pete and 

“It’s been so long ago I don’t remember 
their last names,” Baracetti, now 79, said. 

They would stay perched in the tree all 
through the races before hitching a ride back 


toWelland. 

"I only did that for a couple years. After that 
I had money." 


Baracetti's been a race fan ever since, with 

briefly—taking him hum a seat in the stands 
mto the driver's seat of a Triumph motorcy¬ 
cle competing at the old Gasport track east of 
PortColbome. 

“It was a quarter-mile track and I didn't 
even make it halfway. I damned near got 
killed," the spectator said of his first — and 
only — foray into the non-spectator side of 
the sport 

"I tried it once, but that was enough.” 

Aaron Wiley's No. 7W mini stock car was 
among the racers parked in the mall’s centre 
court andWiley gave Baracetti a guided tour 
of the display Monday afternoon. 

Baracetti, who has known Wiley smce he 
was three, calls the now 42-year-old racer 
from Wellandport his favourite hotshoe in 
mini stocks. Pete Bicknell, Merrittville's co¬ 
owner and a perennial pomts champion at 
the track, is his “hero” in the Modified 358 

No. 7W is one of three mini stocks Wiley's 
family plans to run this season at the Thorold 
track. While it’s Wiley’s number, itwill actually 
be 14-year-old Kurtis Wiley's ride for the sec¬ 
ond straight year 

He graduated to the 4-cylmder class after 
five years racing go karts at Merrittville, and 
will be competing in mini stocks with mother 
Jocelyn VVilev, No. 77, and later in the season 
with his father. 

“Idoritknowwhatmynumberwillbe,but 
it definitelywillhaveaseven in it,” the 42-year- 
old racer from Wellandport promised.
